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New Youg, Mar, 20.—A Herald spe-
cial gays:

Havana's quiet is in danger of being
distarbed by another ouotbreak such as
occnrred in tha Coban ity jost belore
the late second-class buttleship Maine
dropped anchor in its harbor. Consal-
General Lee has cabled to the state de-
partment that the sitnation is eritical.
There 1g danger of further riots growing

_out of the anti-American feeling among
the Weylerites.

‘Ihe American anthorities are guite as
much concerned over the eitoationin
Havana as over the fear that congress
will attempt to force the hand of the
prestdent. It is now regarded as one of
the danger points of the present sitoa-
tion.

The navy department is keenly on the
alert. The state department transmitted
General Lee's message to Secretary Long
and he at once informed Captain Samp-
son, commander of the fleet at Key
West, of its contents. Captain Sampson
is in direct commuanication with Gener-
al Lee and at the least sign of trouble a
message from the consul-general to the
naval officers will bring a man-of-war to
Havana within four boars.

An Opromistic View,

New Yorg, Mar. 20.—A dispatch from
Madrid says:

SIXTY HOURS GRANTED

Congress -Requested Not to
Take Action.

THE DELAY WILL BE VERY BRIEF

Upon Beceipt of Dispatches the Pollcy
. of the Admioistration Wil Be

Fositively Announced,

Wasmscrox, Mar. 30.—It is stated
among the senators that the president
bhas ssked the committees of congress
not to act for sixty houare.

Another statement to the effect that
the Sagasta ministry had adjonrned,and
thie caunses delay In getting advices from
Madrid.

The president also told a congressional
delegation today that he does not want
congress to act precipitately, and that
he is expecting hourly important ad-
vices from Minister Woodiord uvpon
which mueh wonld depend.

WasHi1xGTos, Mar, 30.—The president
today received a telegram from Minig-
ter Woodlord, at Madrid, confirms the
published statement that he bad an ex-
tended conference with Premier Sagasta
vesterday. No definite conclusion waws
reached, as the minister wishes to place
the matter under consideration hefore
the queen regent and other members of
the ministry. The conference was ad-
journed until tomorrow. The consensus
of opinion in administrstion circles is
that it involves a settlement oo an in-
demnity basis of something lese than
$200,000,000.

The White House wae besieged with
visitors today, incloding Senators Han-
na, Davie,Chairman Frye, Cullom,Gray,
and members of the foreign relations
committee, Burrows, Hawley, Spooner,
Woleott and Allison. Nearly the entire
Michigan delegation also called, its pur-
poee being to urge the president to take
Immediate and vigorons action to end
the warand eecure the independence of
Cuba.

GENERKAL STRIKE SEEMS SURE.

Chicago Carpenters and Jointers About
to Go Out.

Cuicaco, Mar, 30.—The district coun-
cil, Brotherhood of Carpenters & Joint-
erg, had a epecial meeting last night,and
nade arrangements for a strike, which
it is said will be inangorated next Mon-
day unless the reterendum vote, which
has been takenst a epecial meeting of
local lodges Lhis week, should be in favor
of accepting the propueition of the Car-
penters’ and Bullders' Association.

There is a feeling ot antagonism among
the men against that part of the propo-
gition which restricta the employment
of of union men to members of the con-
tractore' organization.

Such agreement is said to be contrary
to the;laws of the national brotherhood
and obnoxioue to the Chicago men.
It wae decided to hold another special
meeting next Saturday night to canvass
the vote of the nnions.

Unless the proposition of thes contgac-
tare is accepted, nothing elee, dtis
thought, can be done to prevent a strike
Monday morming. While they are voting
on the propesition, the anion3s will de-
cide whether they are desirous of muak-
ing the strike general at the outsetor
or fighting each contractor at a different
time, >

“0Oom Paual" ’Snld to Nave Been Shot
and Killed,

Loxpox, Mar. 30.—A report is car-
rent on the etock enchange today to the
effect that President Kruger, of the
South African Republic, has’ been ehot
and killed. No particulars were avail-
able.

Stepanos Jobhannes Paulus Kroger,
familinrly known as “Oom Paul,” pres-

ident of the South African republic was |

born in the Colesberg district of the
Cape Colony, & Britieh subject, October
25, 1825.

He was of Boer parentage, and at the
age of 10 years accompanied his parents
and 6000 other Boers in the great trek
acrools the Vaal river, maugurated by
the Boers rather than emancipate their
slaves,

In 1845, at the age of 20, Kruger had
become a field cornet, and Lhe next year

{eaw him a full Bedged filibuster, besieg-

ing Durban for twenty-six days of the
Boers futile attempt to oblain a- seagate
for their conntry. .

WANTS OUR FPROTECTION.

Liberia Wants Assistance Against Ger-
many and France,

New Yorx,Mar. 81 —Joseph Hartzell,
an American Methoaist bishop in Africa
who bas jost arrived from the Dark
Continent, says that while he wasin
Liberia a German guonboat arrived and
demanded $11,600 for an alleged offense
againel a German subject. The indem-
nity wae calculated as follows:

Damage to property, $3500; $£3500 for
threatening to stab the German, and
$4500, expense of collecting the money
with a gunboat.

Preeident Coleman refoged to pay,
wherenpon the commander of the gon-
boat told him thatGermany would waive
the claim for indemnity if a treaty was
entered into placing Liberia under Ger-
many’'s protectorate. This was also de-
clined and President Coleman commis-
sioned Bishop Hartzell to endeavor to
move England and the United States to
back Liberia in her endeavor to remain
independent of German and French in-
terference,. :

The bishop says he haa laid the matter
before the British government and now
intends taking it to tlie government at
Washington.

HAVYOC AT MARE ISLAND.

Only Two Navy-¥Yard Bulldlogs Escaped
Damnge.

Varreso, Cal. Mar. 31.—Work at the
navy-yard has been shut down and 1750
employes are idle. A conservative es-
tinate of the damage done by the earth-
qusake at the navy-yard place it at half
a million dollars.

Oaly two buildings on the navy-yard
escaped damage, the administration
building and the ordamance storehouse
and workehop.

The eaw mill and paint shopsarea
mwass of ruins, and every other building
except the two mentioned recived some
damage. One naval officer estimates the
damage at one million.

All complicated and expensive ma-
chinery is out of place, and will have to
be taken down and set np afterward.
The damage at Vallejo alone is estimated
at §50,000.

MORE WARSHIPY LEAVE SPAIN.

SPAIN WILL WEAKEN

Proposals for a Peaceable So-
lution of Affairs.

THE TERMS ARE TO BE LIBERAL

Armilstice Between Spanlards and In-
surgents In Cuba te be
Proposed.
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Wasnineron, Mar.31.—The pres-
ident’s agsurance Lo congress in re-
gard to the ontlook for a settlement
of the cnban difficulty without war
1= based on the representalions
made to him by Minister Wood-
ford. Woodford thinks, after re-
peated conterences with the Span-
ish ministry, that after today's
meeting, the Spanish government
of its own accord will make a prop-
ogilion to this country looking to a
definite eettlement of the Caban
question. The proposition is ex-
pected to cover three points as fol-
lows:

First—Spain shall send the re-
concentrados back to their homes
and sapply them with the means
of sustaining life until normal con-
ditions are restored.

Second—There shall be an armis-
tice berween Spain and Cuba with
the end of secaring the settlement
ot all difficulties and the removal
of the Spanish fonces from theisland
of Cuba.

Third—In case of f{ailureof the
Cnbans and the Epanish 1o cometo
an upnderstunding doring the ar-
mistice, Bpain wiil submit the en-
tire matter to President McKinley,
as arbitrator, with the understand-
ing that he will decidein that event

for the absolote independence ol
Caba.

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Wasaixgrox, Mar. 31.—It was about
10 o'clock when the president arose from
his table and began to leok over his
mail. After a conference with some of
his officials this alterncon 1t wae said
that no message would be eent to con-
gress daring the day in all probability.
The rapid fire of diplomatic communi-
cations between Washington and Mad-
rid, however, makes uanforeeen devel-
npements pogsible at any moment.

General Grosvenor, of Ohio, and Rep-
resentitives Batler and Kilpatrick, of
Pennpsylvania, Hawley of Texas, Stuart
and Jenkins of Wisconsin, Fletcher of
Minnesota, and Adams of Pennsylvania,
were among the early eallers.

President McKinley stated the situa-

tion today to those members of congrees
substantially as follows:
+ The administration is simply awaiting
a definite response from Madrid, Nego-
tintions are in progress and all will de-
pént upon the effect of these. The ad-
ministration desires to avoid anything
tending to precipitation and unduoe haste
in mattere so fravght with grave con-
sequences. It is stroggling for peace so
tar as the national honor and dignity
will permit. It is hoped the issue will
come to an early adjuslment.

In the mean time, the president in-
formed them, that in his opinion there
ehould be no rabid or excited talk; cool
judgment shonld dictate action in &
matter which involves the bonor of a
nation.

The members of the house who saw
the president say that if an vnfavorable
reply is received from Spa'n congress
will at once be informed. Shonld ic le
favorable.the prasident will send a mes-
sage reviewing the Spanish-Auierican
controversy and make certaln recom-
mendations, The message, he snid, will
justify the recommendations and these
recymmendations will be satisfactory to
congress. .
